OF 6000 LOOKS

you some helpful advice. 

Double chins appear most fre- 
quently where there is unwanted 
fat, so if that is the reason back 
of yours, get your doctors’ ap- 
proval and vlan a strict diet reg- 
imen that will take away the ex- 
cess pounds. Don’t try to reduce 
too rapidly, however, or wrinkles 
and flabby tissues will result. 

You can be sure, whatever the 
tause, that double chins need 
more than diet. They need to be 
exercised away and you need to 
be especially careful about your 
posture, since this is the cause of 
double chins in many cases. Ex- 
ercises increase the circulation 
in the region and this hastens 
results by toning the muscles 
and carrying away wastes. The

Astringent packs are also 
helpful for that double chin and 
for reducing rolls of flesh across 
the back of the neck.

Beauticians are 
not using the hot and cold 
methods in other beauty treat- 
ments as much as formerly, but 
the chin can take this rough 
treatment. Massage the chin 
with little upward vibrating 

movements that help break 
down the fatty tissues and tone 
the museles. 

Many beauty shops now offer 
special astringent creams and 
tonics for toning the muscles 
and making the chin and neck 
lines firm and smooth. You 
might like to try them if your 
chin seems slow in responding to 
treatment. 

And there's something else— 
hold your head up and your chin 
just a little bit in, if you.want to 
have a good figure and a pretty 
necktine. i

PLANNING MEAL 
‘OF LEFT-OVERS 


By JUDITH WILSON 


EFORE you do your wecek- 
end shopping, how about an 
inventory of your ice box? Sav- 
ing things comes to us naturally. 
Every thrifty homemaker imag- 
ines she has plans for each left- 
over she saves but—isn’t it easy 
to slip up? You take out the 
dish with a few peas in it a few 
days later, sniff the contents and 
then decide they are too old to 
use and so they find their way 
into the garbage can. You are 
apt to be discouraged by the sad 
looking dab of creamed chipped 
beef and it follows along with 
that fried egg and slice of bacon. 
Such seems to be the life of 
left-overs. About the only time 
they come to light is when you 
are looking for a certain dish or 
when your ice box becomes so 
crowded you can’t put anything 
else into it. But how often do 
you let the left-overs guide you 
in planning a meal? Be honest. 
now! And let’s give them a 
chance tonight. 

What does your ice box re- 
veal? A-couple of slices of ba- 
con, a few peas, three or four 
tips of asparagus, a small dab of 
stewed tomatoes or a fresh one 
from which a few ;lices have 
been cut, a bit of ham, a small 
piece of cheese, a dab of jelly. 
odds and ends of fiuit, a few 
vegetables—hardly enough for 
one person if put together on a 
plate. Yet you can convert these 
forlorm bits:of food into attrac- 
tive dishes. 

Let me remind vou nere that 
the fonger bits of food remain 
in the refrigerator the more 
flavor is .lost and the more it 
contaminates other food. Plan 
therefore, to check over the con- 
tents of your ice box dvefore each 
marketing trip and plan to clear 
out everything and make a new 
start at least once a week. There 
is no need for wasted left-overs. 
It’s .better to throw them away 
in the first place. Extra Gishes 
in your ice box raise the tem- 
perature and'prevent the circu- 
tation of air. 

Left-Over Beans 

Here are some suggestions of 
how odds and ends can. con- 
tribute to the appetizing menus 
above. Take left-Over baked 
beans and those tomatoes and 
mash through a seive. Add one 
small onion, chopped -fine, two 
cups of water, a teaspoon of 
chopped parsley and’enougn salt 
and pepper t6 seasOn and: you 
will have a delicious’ soup:

By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
HILDREN are not born ‘‘tem- 
peramental,” ‘but are made 
that way. To be temperamental 
means that a child is unstable 
emotionally, that he 1s apt to fly 
into a rage

in o oainess. 
To the psy- 
chologist and 
ph ySsician 
these symp- 
toms spell 
nervousness. 

C h ildren 
who are ner- 
>» vous require 

special care 

and hand- 
ling. But as every infant born 
into the world is a bundle of 
cmotions in the besinning, he is 
susceptible to nervousness under 
wrong management. The tem- 
per tantrum, a common sign of 
nervousness in children, for ex- 
ample. usually develops as a re- 
sult of constant stimulation to 
anger. Most babies these days 
get quict and rest. but it isn't 
generally known among parents 
what mistakes in handling them 
may induce anger. 

Cause for Anger 

Babies need the gentlest of 
handling. Some of us mean to 
be gentle but have a “heavy 
touch."’ In order io please a 
child we must find out what dis- 
pleases him. First is the fact 
that children are inclined to 
rage if their arms and legs are 
held fast. Nature evidently in- 
tends for them to get plenty of 
exercise. They must feel free 
therefore, to kick and wave their 
arms. Babies suffer most from 
restraint when bei: : dressed. 
Usually they cry. They do not 
feel safe when pulled or turned 
over and about. 

Baby’s garments should be 
made simply. of soft. durable 
materials. And if you want him 
to grow up to be a good-natured 
child, make sure that they fit. 
Armhcles must be large enough 
to allow for freedom of motion. 
Tight armholes will bind him 
and he will howl. He can't 
think. he can. only feel when 
uncomfortable. 

Tickling Harmful 

Adults who think it fun to 
tickle little children really are 
helping to make them nervous. 
Children are not playthings,,.and 
“hands off” is good advice for 
those who can’t express effection 
for babies in any other way than 
by tickling, squeezing or pinch- 
ing. Baby'’# Skin is tender and 
is made extremely sensitive from 
rough handling. Persons wha 
jump at the slightest touch or 
those who cannot stand the feel 
of certain materials next to the 
skin, no doubt were tickled more 
than was good for them by fond, 
well-meaning elders as young- 
sters.

Revolution Now Seems 
To Be a Latin-American 
Disease 


Ts lyrics of a song quite pop< 
ular some years ago were, 
“every little movement has a 
meaning all its own.” And 50 
with the revolutionary move- 
ments in Latin-American coun- 
tries and particularly recent 
trouble in Cuba. 

Cuba seems to have caught 
fire from Peru, Bolivia and other 
countries further south. Revo- 
lutions, like some diseases, are 
contagious. It is: true that in 
some Latin-American countries 
the traditien of political stability 
is not yet fully established and 
that factionalism is rife. At the 
same time, public opinion has 
been becoming more enlightened 
and progressive and more crit- 
ical of methods employed by 


politicians of the old school. In - 


many instances the acute eco- 
nomic distress of 1930-31 sup- 
Plied the final provocation to 
seek changes by other than le- 
gal methods. 

The fall in prices and the 
weakening of the exchanges not 
only made payments more diffi- 
cult, but curtailed the income 
which governments required for 
the performance of their domes- 
tic functions. The countries of 
Latin-America rely largely on 
indirect taxes, especially import 
and export duties. 

Take Bolivia as an example. 
In that country, in addition to 
the depressed economic condi- 
tion. irritation was evoked by the 
arbitrary rule of President Her- 
nando Siles. A few months after 
his succession in 1926, he, like 
most of his predecessors, began 
a rule as virtual dictator. He 
deported and exiled political ri- 
vals, censored the press, forcibly 
put down demonstrations 
against his government and even 
attempted to prevent the regular 
May elections. This was interpre- 
ted as a step beyond his legal 
powers and provoked a political 
crisis which resulted in his res- 
ignation. A military junta took 
charge and gained the. people's 
confidence by a promise to hold 
elections within a reasonable 
time. The elections were held 
and Dr. Daniel Salamanca was 
made president, after which the 
junta retired. 
sent Peru, Senor Augusto Leguia 
Fis ambitious Propram foes 
ernize the country was largely 
responsible for the rapid. _in- 
crease of the public debt. This 
caused considerable resentment, 
but matters were allowed to ride 
with the idea that Dr. Sala- 
manca would retire, for he was 
growing old. ‘When, however, at 


‘the end of his term in 1929, he 


managed to have himself re- 
elected, his opposition went into 
action and a revolt led by Col. 
Luis M. Sanchez Cerro, brought 
his regime to an end. Colonel 
Sanchez served as Provisional 
President for almost a_ year, 
when new disturbances forced 
his resignation. This as in 
March, 1931, and within a week 
of his resignation there were 
three changes of government, 
with Senor David Samanez 
Ocampo finally remaining in 
power as Provisional President 
until succeeded by Sanchez Cer- 
ro, the successful candidate in 
an earlier election. 
* * ® 
RGENTINA, which had re- 
mained more or less peace- 
fal through its neighbors’ trou- 
bles, suddenly deposed President 
Hipolito Irigoyen. He was not a 
dictator o1 the type of Leguia in 
Peru and Siles in Bolivia. He 
posed as a popular leader, avoid- 
ing display and living in a cheap 
apartment in an unfashionable 
quarter of Buenos Aires, devot- 
ing his entire salary to charity. 
However, he showed small faith 
in democratic institutions and 
his government was _ intensely 
personal. His followers in Con- 
gress blocked legislation by re- 
fusing to attend the sessions and 
thus preventing a quorum. In 
193€ he delayed the meeting of 
Congress, which under the law 
should have convened on May 1, 
anc much of the important work 
of the government remained un- 
done because the President, now 
aged and *'], was unable to give 
hi personal attention to details. 
The success of the revolts in 
Peru and Bolivia seemed to have 
given President Irigoyen’s ene- 
mies their cue. He was forced to 
resign. 

Shortly thereafter a_ revolt 
broke out in Brazil. Then the 
revolutionary germ. spread: ‘to 
Chil and finally to Cuba. But 
Cuba had the distinction of be- 
ing the only Latin-American 
country in which‘ a revolutionary 
movement in 1930-1931. did not 
sueceed. While the _ revolution 
failed, the cost im bloodshed and 
political demoralijzation was 
greater than in other countries 
where uprisings were sutcessful. 
The outbreak in Cuba came in 
August, 1931. but it had been 
brewins for some months previ- 
ously. President Gerardo Ma- 
chado, who recently declared a 
state of war throughout Cuba. 
found it necessary as early as 
November 11, 1930, to appoint 
military supervisors in every dis- 
trict to suppress disorder and 
then.he was forced to proclaim 
martial law throughout the 
island.
